 §  For adults and older children, the recommended  site for intramuscular influenza vaccina�on is the deltoid muscle. The 
 preferred site for infants and young children is the anterolateral aspect of the thigh. 
 +  The dose volume for Afluria Quadrivalent is 0.25mL  for children 6 through 35 months and 0.5mL for persons  >  3 years. 
 A 0.25mL prefilled syringe will not be available for the 22-23 season. For children aged 6-35 months, a 0.25mL dose must 
 be obtained from a mul�dose vial. 
 **  Fluzone Quadrivalent is approved for children aged 6 through 35 months at either 0.25 mL or 0.5 mL per dose; 
 however, 0.25 mL prefilled syringes are no longer available. If a prefilled syringe of Fluzone Quadrivalent is used for a child 
 in the age group, the dose volume will be 0.5 mL per dose.
